One of the most unusual
civic beautification projects
in this area is expected to
be under way by early fall.

The project, initiated by
the Riviera Villiage Mer-
chants’ Association, invol-
ves two cities and numerous
residents and busi n
in the Riviera Village area

Plans, now being complet-
ed by the city of Redondo
Beach, call for the develop-
ment of a two-acre park
west of the intersection of
Palos Verdes Boulevard and
Catalina Avenue

The two-acre site is owned
by the cities of Redondo
Beach and Torrance. The
two cities have agreed to do
the engineering and grading

and to install curbs and gut-
ters for development of the
park—provided some 815,
000 in funds for actual de-
velopment of the park could
be raised from merchants
and residents of the sur-
rounding area.

THAT $15,000 goal was
reached this month—after
nearly three years of plan-
ning—when S, Mark Taper,
president of American Sav-
ings and Loan Association,

contributed $350 to the
fund
Robert L. Reis, general

manager of the Plush Horse
Inn and chairman of the
Riviera Park Committee,
said the contribution brings
to $15,500 the total contri-
